CAIRO, May 2 ‘UPI.—Nearly 
400 Eeyptians who worked in 
Libya have arrived in Cairo 
alter being expelled by ithe 
regime of Libra’s ruler. Col 
Moamer Qadhafi, the Middle 
East News Agency reported. 

It said many of the deportes, 
who came in five groups. lad 
worked for a major construction 
firm undertaking projects for 
the Libyan Army. 

Aboué 600 Egyptians, out of an 
estimated 200,000 working in 
Libya, have been deported during 
the last three days. Egyptian 
officials say they are prepuring 
for more expulsions from Libya 
im view of the rapidly deteriorat- 
ing relations between the two 
countries,

Tens of thousands of 
Workers, some wearing speciallr~ 
made red T-shirts, carrying rev- 
olutionary banners and shouting 
slogans, massed at Taksim 
Square. 

Gov. Senturk said that about 
3.000 riot policemen. reinforced by 
paramilitary gendarmes, were 
sent to quell the subsequent 
ehoaiing and disperse the crowd. 

Police ringed the city during 
the night to prevent more vio- 
lence by leftist factions. 

There were conflicting reports 
in Istanbul daily newspapers to- 
day about what started the sheot- 
ing spree among armed factions 
participating in the demonstra- 
tion, 

Some suggested that armed 
Maoists fired from atop a Water 
Suppty Authority building near 
the square, while others said the 
tirst shots were fired from speed- 
ing cars. 

500 Revolutionaries 

The Maoists, about 500 youths 
who advocate the overthrow of 
the regime, seek to foment an 
armed rebellion starting from 
rural areas,

Pres- 
ident Sadat has waited to make 
his move until after the tide has 
apparently turned in favor of the 
loyalist forces, supported by, if 
not dependent upon, 1.500 Moroc- 
can troops flown in last month. 

Also. the war in the dense 
Jungies of Shaba Province does 
not lend itself to air support and 
is not likely to be decided by the 
weight of Zaire’s rag-tag air 
force. no matter who is run- 
ning it, There has been no indi- 
cation that Eerpt would send 
planes to Zaire. 

There was no official elabora~ 
tion today on the details of the 
Egyptian involrement. An Egyp- 
tian source said it would prob- 
ably be a small number of pilots, 
possibly recruited from retire- 
ment as was the case in Biafra. 

Whatever the military signifi- 
cance, the Egyptian gesture is a 
clear sign to the Soviet Union, 


which President Sadat repeatedly 


attacked in his speech and link: 
ed to the Zaire invasion through 
Angola, diplomats said. 

For the first time since Mr. 
Sadat became President, Egypt 
has intervened militarily in 
African affairs. The fighting in 
Zaire is 3,000 miles from Cairo 
but the President said that what 
happens in Zaire threatens the 
Sudan to the north, which is 
already threatened by hostile 
Soviet-backed governments in 
Libya aud Ethiopia. The Sudan 
is the backyard of Egypt, guar- 
dian of the precious Nile and 
Egypt's only friendly neighbor, 

Mr. Sadat has jong been 
criticizing the Russians and 
largely blamed them for the food 
price riots of January. But it 
has been mostly in the last 
month, since his visit to the 
United States, that he has at- 
tacked Soviet activities in Africa. 
This is because he feels increas- 
iegly encircled by the Soviet 
maneurers, diplomats sald. 

President Sadat threatened the 
Soviet Union with a new, tougher 
stance if it did not withdraw a 
note recently circulated in Arab 
capitals saying Egypt was about 


to attack Libya. But having 
ejected Sovie; advisers and 
abrogated the wiet-Egyptian 


friendship treaty, diplomats said 
there ts littie else Egyp:s can do 
other than break off relations. 
This is highly unlikely, ther 
said. because Egypt needs Soviet 
help if there is ever to be an 
advantageous settlement with 
Israe}, the countzy's top priority. 
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resdy to permit a core of U.S. 
Operations to survive. under the 
control of the local governments. 

In exchange, officials in both 
Bahrain and Oman have spoken 
of expanded military cooperation 
between their armed forces and 
the United States, 

Together, Oman and Bahrain 
provide an important Western 
buttress in the Red Sea-Indian 
Ocean ares. 

On Masira, ἃ sandy island 
16 miles off Oman, U.S, military 
planes began using the Eritish 
base last year for long-range 
reconnaissance patrols in the In- 
dian Ocean and continued uniil 
the hand-over to Oman, Navy 
planes landed on Masira—appar- 
ently for refueling and to for- 
ward photo data—at “prear- 
Yanged intervals” varying from 
once a month to once a week. 
While the Carter administration 
has given no firm public indica- 
tion of its intentions in the Gulf, 
it 1s understood here that Wash- 
ington seeks agreement from 
Oman's Sultan Qaboos bin Said 
to continue this limited cocpera- 
tion. 

The issue is sensitive, however, 
because of earlier rumors that the 
United States wanted to take over 
the British base. An Omani of- 
ficial said that he thought it 
would be impolitic for the United 
States to press “right now” for 
landing rights on Masira, 

Despite the risk of hostile 

Arab propaganda attacks, Sultan 
Qaboos has said that he intends 
to offer transit rights and re- 
fueling facilities on this island 
to “friendly countries” in peace- 
time,

that it has no objection to 
Oman's obtaining C-130 Hercules 
military transport aircraft from 
Lockheed.

His Son Loses $100-Million Fee 


Fahd Vetoes $7-Billion Deal, 
To Cut Saudi Spending Spree

PARIS, May 2 (WP).—Saudi 
Arabia's Crown Prince Fahd has 
killed a sales deal that would 
have brought a Saudi middleman 
commissions totaling more than 
5100 million on 8 $7-billion con-

Allies to Press Schmidt on Stimulus 


By Clyde H. Famsworth 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (NYT). 
—Chanceilor Helmut Schmidi of 
West Germany will come under 
considerable pressure, mainly 
from the leaders of France, Brit- 
ain and Italy, to get his coun- 
try's economy moving faster, ac- 
cording to sources close to the 
summit preparations. 

This represents a significant 
change in the planning for the 
mesting of the leaders of the 
United States. Britein, France, 
West Germany, Italy, Canada 
and Japan. Initially, there was 
an understanding to paper over 
the differences between official 
forecasts of the rate of growth 
this year and the latest figures 
showing that the pace has start- 
ed off more slowly. 

It was learned that both West 
Germany and Japan have agreed 
in the summit preparations to let 
their exchange rates float to 
higher values in efforts to reduce 
trade surpluses which are still 
running at embarrassingly high 
levels for both countries. 

The West German and Japa- 
ese surpluses have been ag- 
grevating the problems that other 
oil-consuming nations have faced 
in balancing their imternational 
accounts, especially in view of the 
$40 billion of surpluses that the 
oil states have with the rest of 
the world. 

3 Years of Pressure 

Mr. Schmidt has been resisting 
faster-growth pressures from his 
Common Market partners since 
coming to power three years ago. 
The exhortations reflect the in- 
fluence of West Germany, as the 
biggest industrial and trading 
power in Western Europe, on the 
economic vitality of its partners, 

West Germans say that, be- 
cause of domestic political con- 
straints, there is little that they 
ean do. Inflation worries are be- 
hind the resistance to faster 
growth, even though the infla- 
tion, at under 4 per cent, is half 
the US. rate. 

Ministers from five of the most 
important summit countries—a 
de-facto steering group conipris- 
ing the United States, West Ger- 
many, Prance, Britain and Japan 
met behind closed doors in 
Versailles the weekend before 
last. 

They decided, according to 
sources, that, in the interests of 
harmony and goodwill, their 
leaders would not question offi- 
cial growth projections when the 


London conferees took up the 
question of the economic outlook. 

But the participants met again 
last Friday at a Washington ses- 
sion of the Interim Committee of 
the International Monetary Pund. 
Some of the discussion was about 
the coming summit meeting and 
this time the planners decided 
that it would be impossible to 
keep the discussion from veering 
toward skepticism on growth 
projections, 

2 Sources of Doubt 

Doubts have arisen from two 
Sources—forecasts made by pres- 
tigious, independent bodies that 
growth this year will be a good 
deal less than Bonn admits, and 
the official statistics showing 
Tirst-quarter growth nearly a 
percentage point under the 8 to 
5 1/2 per cent that is the official 
target. Last year’s first-quarter 
figure, however, was only 2 per 
cent. So Mr. Schmidt can point 
to some gains as he defends his 
Policies. He can also point to 
Some acceleration of public- 
yore spending as a fresh stimu- 
lus. 

West German economic insti- 
tutes, which chart the economy 
but have no official standing, 
and the Organization for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Develop- 
ment have issued projections

year. 

The United States earlier had 
been in a leading position as 2 
eritic of Bonn’s cautious economic 
Management. But the Carter ad- 
ministration's decision to cut back 
the U.S. economic stimulus by 
dropping a $50 tax rebate now 
makes it difficult for Washington 
te issue strictures criticizing 
Bonn. 

This helped produce the Ver- 
sailles understanding. U.S. policy 
makers, becoming increasingly 
worried over inflation, foumd a 
meeting ground with the West 
Germans. The new element is 
the assault of smaller developed 
and developing countries, which 
dominated the IMF meeting last 
Priday. French, British and 
Italian representatives concluded 
that the matter now would have 
to be raised at the summit meet- 
ing. the sources said. 

French President Valery Gis- 
card d'Estaing, hoping to get an 
economic revival under way to 
keep the French left at bay, and 
British Prime Minister James 
Callaghan. trying to get export- 
led growth to reduce high un- 


employment, have long been up- 
set that the West Germans are 
not trying harder. 

The United States and Japan 
are closer to their projected tar- 
gets then the West Germans. 
While there is pressure on them 
to grow faster as well, the 
criticism is more muted. 

Japan is considered to be with- 
in reach of its growth target of 
6 to 6 1/2 per cent—which would 
be the best of any OECD τους 
try. 

U.S. policy-makers recently 
tzimmed their growth projection 
to 4.9 per cent from 5.4 per cent 
on a year-to-year basis. not so 
much because the tax rebate was 
droppéd but more because cold 
Weather reduced some output. 

The US. first quarter ended 
with a 5.2-per-cent annual growth 
rate, but the expansion would 
have been 1 to 1 1/2 percentage 
points higher if the winter had 
been normal, government econo- 
mists said. 

The heightened concern over 
‘West German caution arises from 
OECD forecasts of 6 million un- 
employed in Western Europe in 
the second half of this year. up 
from 5.5 millon in the first half. 

The OECD and the UN Eco- 
nomic Commission have recently 
warned of an increased likelihood 
of protectionist actions if coun 
tries with strong external posi- 
tions do not speed domestic de- 
mand.

Red Brigades Threaten to Kill

TURIN, Mar 2 ¢(UPD).—The 
leftist Red Brigades tried today 
to delay tie trial of their leaders 
by threatening to kill high police 
officials or judges. 

"Tf the trial takes place. three 
big shots of the police and judi- 
clary will be executed by Wed- 
nesday,” anonurroous telephone 
callers toki three leading Turin 
doctors before dawn.

The threat, 24 hours before the 
scheduled resumption of the trial 
against 53 accused Red Brigade 
Members and four days after the 
assassination of a lawyer who 
played a role in the first part of 
the proceedings, caused alarm in 
court circles.

Killed Fulvio Croce, president of 
the Turin Lawyers’ Association. 
An anonymous telephone caller 
later that day told. the ANSA 
news agency: “This is the Red 
Brigades. We executed the lackey 
of power Fulvio Croce.” 

Court Request 

Mr. Croce, 75, last year com- 
plied with a court request that 
he appoint lawyers to defend 23 
Red Brigade members, who re- 
fused legal help. 

The defendants shouted insults 
at the lawyers and one of them 
threw a shoe at them. The trial 
was later adjourned for 11 months 
until tomorrow so that 30 Red 
Brigade members under inves- 
tigation in Milan could be tried 
jointly with the Turin group. 

‘The Turin Lawyers’ Association 
responded to today's threats with

Ireland Strikes at IRA as Election Nears

DUBLIN, May 2 (NYT). —The 


* coalition government of the Trish 


Republic is bearing down harder 
than ever on the Provisional 
Irish Republican .Army. 

That may give the coalition an 
edge in a close election antici- 
paied for this summer. Being 
tough on “the men of violence” 


-is good politics in the Republic 


of Ireland. 


Premier Liam Cosgrave’s ad- 
ministration was applauded e¢s- 
pecially for its firm handling of 
an IRA hunger strike that ended 
last week. The strikers, inmates 
protesting conditions at Pori- 
Jaoise prison, gave up and took 
Yood after 47 days. Some were 
near death The government 
made no concessions. 

One of the main questions in 
the national election expected to 
be called for next month or July 
is whether the: administration's 
bard line against the TRA will 
outweigh an economi¢ problem 
that some consider to be more 
serious than the political vio- 
lence. 

The rates of inflation and un- 
employment here are among the 
highest in Europe. The govern- 
ment says that uemplopment 15 
10.2 per cent; some say it is 
nearer 16 per cent, The official 
estimate of the rate of inflation 
is 16.7 per cent. Members of 
the opposition Fianna Fail partir, 
led by former Premier Jack 
Lynch, put it at 18 or 19 per

They are especially pleased by 
a statement in March by four 
leading Irish-American politi- 
clams urging Americans to stop 
sending money to the IRA. The 
four, all Democrats, were Sen. 
Edward and House 
Speaker Thomas O'Neil, fr., both 
of Massachusetts, and Gor. Hugh 
Carey and Sen. Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan of New York. 

The Irish government had been 


trying for some time to get such 
ἃ statement from the United 
States, 

Officials point to evidence of 
declining public support for the 
IRA in the South. A demonstra- 
tion expressing sympathy for the 
hunger strikers several days ago 
Grew 2.000 to 3.000 persons: a 
similar demonstration a year 
ago drew 5,000 to 10,000. 

Mr. Cosgrave and his associates 
say that the IRA costs the Irish 
economy heavily. The Premier 
Said recentiy that 20 per cent of 
the nation’s unemployment could 
be cured with the money it takes 
to police the IRA. 

The administretion takes the 
view that partitioned Ireland 
should someday be reunited but 
only with the consent of the 
Ulster Protestants whose loyalty 
has long been with Britain.

Premier Levesque of Quebec has taken 2 
fateful step with the introduction of his 
government's bill No, 1. It would give the 
French language not merely dominance in 
the province but a virtual monopoly. to be 
empioyed as 4 weapon of economic warfare 
against the English-speaking community. 
That is a harsh but inescapable translation 
of the government's stated purpose. that the 
measure “will accompany. symbolize and 
favor a reconquest by the French-speaking 
majority of Quebee of the control that 
belongs to it over the levers of the economy.” 

“The evolution of Quebec is that the 
majority is gong to act like a majority. and 
some people can't take that.” the Premier 
said the other day. “It’s too bad but that's 
the way it is." 

Some people who cant take it are the 
heads of Canadian business firms. who are 
moving their headquarters from Montreal to 
Engiisn-speaking sites at a rapidly increas- 
ing pace. Even leaders of the French com~- 
munity are alarmed by the passion of the 
effort and the equally passionate response 
from other Canadians. The Chambre de 
Commerce de Montréal has deplored the 
“ethnocentric” Impulse of the proposed law. 
The Conseil du Patronat. an assoctation of 
employers who provide about 80 per cent of 
Quebec's jobs. approves of French becoming 
the primary language but warns that the 
province could eventually become “a type 
of economic ghetto." 

The law would require migrants to Quebec 
to place thew ehlidren in French-language 
school unless one parent was educated in 
an English Quebec school. depriving them of 
the present free choice. The new jaw would 
allow either customers or employees to de- 


O Canada 


mand that private business operate in 
French or be fined. It would also make 
Freneb the only authentic language of gov- 
ernment, with hardly a nod toward the na- 
tional Canadian goal of bilingualism. Not 
even an English-language toy could be sold 
unless an identical French version is offer- 
ed simultaneously. 

The damage of such legislation would ap- 
parently not be confined to Quepec. It 
threatens to undercut Prime Minister Tru- 
deau’s effort to respect the French minority 
by enforcing bilingualism. He has begun to 
distinguish between “language equality” and 
the idea that many more Canadians or all 
public servants must learn both tongues. 

In the new wave of emotion, even politi- 
clans who tried to avoid the controversy 
are being drawn into it. Premier Davis of 
Ontario made his first comment last wees 
to warn Quebec that it cannot enjoy inde- 
pendence while retaining an economic as- 
sociation with the rest of Canada. Quebec's 
finance minister, Jacques Parizeau. counter- 
ed that his province controls the mouth of 
the St. Lawrence seaway and the railroads 
connecting central Canada and the Mari- 
time Provinces. 

It is still not too late to turn off all this 
talk of economic warfare. The great majority 
of the people of Quebec and of the rest 
of Canada want to preserve thelr union. 
Most important. the economic advancement 
that the French community rightly seeks re- 
quires that union and the confidence of 
American, albeit English-speaking businesses 
as well. It is on questions of this magnitude 
that leaders are tested. in any language.

Dangereus Doctrine 


So far the enthusiasm for a general strike 
im Ulster is lukewarm. The “Loyalist” popu- 
lation seems to have the desire. or see the 
occasion. for a supreme trial of strength 
with the government over questions which 
cannot be settled in that way, Parliament 
will not reinstate a Protestant Stormont as 
the price of industrial peace. Nor is Mr. 
Mason lixely to reintroduce internment, 
which is what the phrase “tougher measures 
against the IRA” really means. There is 
therefore no chance that the strikers can 
win what they will be striking for. What 
could happen. were the strike to paralyze the 
province for any length of time, is that the 
status of Ulster in the United Kingdom 
would be seriously questioned. In the eyes 
of most politicians in London, Dublin. and 
Belfast that would be a dangerous change of 
direction, but it follows the logic of Mr. 
Paisley'’s and Mr. Baird's thinking. and it ts, 
of course, what the TRA seeks. Under the 
eioth Mr. Paisley and the Provisionals have 
much in common.

Carter and Africa 


Carter won't play black dominoes. He is 
leaving to others the care of countering the 
U.S.S.R. trom Evniopia to Zaire ... The ax- 
pulsion notice served to the Americans by 
the Ethiopian junta was received not only 
without regrets but almost with relief in 
Washington ... Until recent months, Wash- 
ington had, in Africa as elsewhere. a horror 
of vacuum, Kissinger remained convinced 
that any American “withdrawal” would 
nevessarily result in a Russian take-over. In 


Snort. that the domino theory remained 
valid. 
Now. the White House and the State 


Department would rather be tempted to wish 
the Soviets “much pleasure” in Addis Ababa. 

. to use a phrase of De Gaulle. This. of course. 
does not go Without ulterior motives. 

If the Soviets become too much involved 
on the Ethiopian junta’s side. this is Hkely 
to cost them a few Moslem friendships. es- 
pecialiy in Somalia. where Berbera, their 
main naval base in the Red Sea. is located. 
And where such friends of America as Saudi 
Arabia. the Sudan and Egypt are discreetly 
using their influence within the Arab League 
to pring back the leaders in Mogadishu to 
better feelings. And where France also is 
pelieved to have a card to play in the 
perspective of the independence of Djibouti. 

In short, it is through go-betweens that 
the new American diplomacy is now striving 
to counter Soviet influence, 

At the outset of the Zaire affair. Wash- 
ington said that no East-West confrontation 
was involved there. but ἃ local consequence 
of the internal disorders of the 1960s. Sub- 
sequent developments seem to have confirm- 
eg this judgment. The African experts in 
the State Department are still skeptical 
about the reality of a Cuban presence in 
Katanga. but they discreetly welcome the 


“victory” of Mobutu. helped by Moroccan 
troops and French {ogistics. 

A victory that has been won without the 
Americans themselves having to soil their 
hands and to directly assist “defenders of 
the free world.” really not fit to be seen in 
the ethical eyes of the White House.

Civis Britannicus Sum 


The government has been wise to allow 
up to 18 months for public discussion and 
Commonwealth consultation on 115 propo- 
sals for a new nationality law. This is 2 
tangled and controversial area that requires 
careful exploration before Parliament rushes 
into further ad hoc decisions like the one 
on patrials—which created the present mess. 

Britain 15 the only Commonwealth coun- 
try that still has no clearly defined policy 
to limit immigration and to define precisely 
who qualifies for citizenship—or even who 
is entitled to civic rights. For example, Mr. 
George Cunningham pointed out in the brief 
discussion in the Commons last week. the 
majority of the inhabitants of no fewer than 
35 countries are entitled to vote in our elec- 
tions if they happen to be staying in the 
United Kingdom at a particular date each 
October! This is patently absurd 

Perhaps the most controversial aspect of 
the government's green paper is its pro- 
posal to create two kinds of national rights: 
British citizenship for those with close ties 
in this country; and a British overseas citi- 
zenship for those with looser, historic con- 
nections. It is surely absurd to argue that 
this two-tier citizenship is, of itseif. dis- 
criminatory. The only reason it might ap- 
pear so is because s0 many more overseas 
citizens happen to be coloretl and not white. 

The only possible alternative to a two- 
tier system is for a single British citizen- 
ship—which would inevitably hit far more 
colored than white people, and so deprive 
them of the substantial advantages pro- 
posed by the green paper.

‘ASHINGTON—On the sur~ 

face, the decision of Ethio~ 
pia’s military government to close 
most U.S. facilities represents a 
substantia] loss of inftvence for 
the United States and dramatic 
advance for the Soviet Union in 
the Horn of Africa. 

But in light of the continuing 
tion in Ethiopla and changes 
elsewhere in the volatile region, 
administration officials believe 


that the Soviet gains could be of: 


short duration. 

Some specialists even believa 
that the Kremlin could be riding 
for a fall in East Africa, one 
comparable -to the expulsion of 
its advisers from Egypt, though 
no one expects this to happen in 
the near future. 

Moscow's decision last December 
to provide Ethiopia with heavy 
amms and military equipment 
estimated af more than $100 mil~ 
Mon could ποῖ have failed. the 
officials sar, to damage Soviet 
relations with Ethiopia's neighbor 
and longtime enemy, Somalis. 

Officials speculated that this

Soviet Presence 

Somalis has allowed the Soviet 
Union to expand and use port 
facilities at Berbera for its ships 
fn the Indian Ocean and also to 
use Somali airfields from which 
Soviet planes fly occasional re~ 
connaissance missions. The Soviet 
Union has also installed com~ 
munications facilities and a mis~ 
sile storage and handling plant. 

As against these solid assets, 
however, the specialists said, the 
possibility of an alliance with 
Ethiopia, especially one achieved 
st the expense of the United 
States, would probadir have enor~ 
mous attraction for Kremlin strat~ 
egists. With 28 million people, 
Ethiopia is the second most 
populous country in Africe and 
almost nine times the size of 
Somalia. It has undeveloped 
minéra] and agricultural resources, 
in addition to a Strategic loca~ 
tion superior to that of Somalia 
for penetration into Africa. 

“It's obvious that. mn the end, 
the Sonets couldn't resist tak~ 
ing the Ethiopian bait.” said an 
administration specialist.

the directorship of the Eomische 
Oper after the death of his great 
mentor Walter Felsenstein, Jo- 
achim Herz has revived one of 
the legendary works of the late 
Weimar Republic period, “Mahe- 
gonny.” for which Bertolt Brecht 
provided the text and Kurt Weill 
the music. ‘The premiere over 
the weekend brought the most 
brilliant operatic success this city 
bas experienced in quite some 
time. 


“Katya Kabanova,” among others, 
Until he succeeded Feleenstein' at 
the Komische Oper, Herz held the 
post of .Operndirektor in Leipzig, 
where he most recently staged 
a Wagner “Ring” cycle which the 
world’s greatest opera houses 
might envy. He has also directed 
productions in Buenos Aires and 
Vienna, and in London, where 
he has future commitments. 

The choice of “Mahagonny” as 
his debut production in his own 
new house automatically turned 
the premiere into a major cultural 
event. This opera's world pre- 
miere in Leipzig 47 years ago 
provided one of the greatest 
musical-theatrical scandals in 
German history, with policemen 
ining the walls of the auditorium 
to control disturbances by the 
Nazis, who took exception to 
Brecht as 8 Marxist and to Weill 
as ἃ Jew.

A Forum in Paris 
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Deciding Upon the 2Ist-Century Woman

pas (I8T).—There are less 

than 23 years leit to prepare 
for the 2ist-century woman. 
“What can we do to meet the 
challenge?” asked Phyllis Wilson, 
coordinator of a programn on the 
Woman of The Future held im 
Paris. “Women today are ques- 
involvement in these radicaly 
changing times. Our grand- 
mothers Knew their rolés and 
future generations of women wilt 
know theirs. We ere lucky to 
live at this moment when so 
many decisions must be made.” 


The program was sponsored 
by the Chicago-based Institute 
of Cultural Affairs. which has or= 
ganized 60 Global Women's 
Forums to be held in Europe, the 
Middie East, India, Asia and 
North America this spring. In 
India alone. their schedule in- 
cludes Bombay plus 11 villages 
across the country. 

The problems of the American 
women living in Paris who at- 
tended this forum are a, far cry 
from those of the Third World 
woman who walks six miles a day 
to get water for her family. and 
then is not sure that it is clean. 
‘The forum attempts to set each 
group to recognize its own prob- 
Jems and then aids them in seek- 
ing the solutions. 

Within Community 

Several of the American wom- 
en expressed their frustrations 
within the Franco-American 
community. “How do we con- 
vince our husband's huge multi- 
national company to respect us 
as individuals and not think of 
us as just the wife of their 
employee?” Another worried 
about how to get her children’s 
feet back in the mud again. “It's 
mot easy to maintain realistic 
lifestyles when the kids go off 
for a week of skling in Swit-

“Our concern is to see 
how a grass-roots movement can 
act without depending on the gor- 
ernment. Towns become discour- 
aged when everything has to 
come from Paris." 

The Institute of Cultural Af- 
fairs is a nonprofit organization, 
funded through governments, 
foundations, corporations and in- 
terested individuals. From its start 
with a black ghetto neighbor- 
hood in Chicago 20 years ago, it 
now has 24 demorstration com- 
Tounities operating around the 
globe. The imstitute’s aim 15 al- 
ways to help others to help 
themselves, not to dictate solu- 
tions. 

At κα five-day conference they 
sponsored in Maliwada. India, 
Buddhists, Hindus, Untouchables 
and Christians got together for 


the first time to discuss their 
collective local problems in a 
Buddhist temple.

‘Roots’ Publicity 
Moves Publisher 
To Reissue Books 


NEW YORK, May 2 (APi.— 
Two bocks cited in a controversy 
over Alex Haley's novel “Roots” 
will be redistributed because of 
the publicity generated, Bantam 
Books announced. 

The books are “Jubilee.” by 
Margaret Walker. first published 
by Bantam in 1967, and “The 
African." by Harold Courlander, 
which first appeared under the 
Bantam label in 1969. 

Miss Walker has filed a fed- 
eral suit against Mr. Haley al- 
leging covrright infringement, 
ebarging that parts of her work 
had been copied in “Roots.” 

Mr, Courlander has claimed a 
number of similarities in theme, 
structure. plot, language and in- 
cident between “Roots” and his 
book,

Seattle Slew: Once in a Lifetime Horse

LOUISVILLE, Ky.. May 5 
NYT) .—“You can't buy horses 
like this one." Seattle Slew's 
trainer was saying at Churchill 
Downs yesterday. “You can't 
breed ‘em, and you can't steal 
"em. One day you just ok up, 
aod there it is.” 

What Billy Turner meant. and 
what his early-morning audience 
understood, was that a lifetime 
can be spent looking in vain for 
a horse like Seattle Slew. Having 
made that point, the trainer, 36, 
sent Karen Taylor's undefested 3- 
year-old colt into the fina! count- 
down for Saturday's 103d runoing 
of the Kentucky Derby, 

After going to “school” Satur- 
day with a familiarization trip 
to the paddock, the bargain- 
basement colt who sold for 517.500 
as a yearling went to work yes~ 
terday. In his final programmed 
drill for the mile-and-a-quarter 
Derby. Seattle Slew ambled a 
leisurely mile in 1 minute £2 4-5 
seconds. It was probably the 
slowest workout of his speed- 
filled career, but it apparently 
was just what Turner had want~ 
ed. 


“We just wanted to get a steady 
mile into him,” the trainer said 
at Barn 42, where the Seattie 
Slew entourage has set up head- 
quarters in & camper, “He was 
sn awful lot of horse in Flonda, 
so we didn't dare work him too 
far, But I thought he'd be 
relaxed today, and he was.” 

Jean Cruguet, the jockey who 
has ridden Seattle Slew to six 
front-running yictories, agreed 
with that appraisal. 

“He could have gone ἃ fot 
faster," said the Frenchman, 
sipping coffee from a plestic con- 
tainer. 

Before yesterday, the longest 
workout the Kentucky-bred son 
of Bold Reasoning ever had was 
six furlongs, and he did that only 
once, All his other works, more 
than 20 of them last year and 
this. were at five-eighths of 3 
mile or less. He'll get at least 
ane more drill before the Derby. 
a short one, but Turner isn't sure 
when it will take place, 


“It could be Thursday or Fri- 
day," he said, “but we'll adjust 
as the week goes on.” 

With the track's celebrated 
twin spires as 2 backdrop, Seattle 
Slew went out for his training ses- 
sion at 6:45 am. He was accom~ 
panied by Steamboat. a brosd- 
beamed stable pony ridden by 
Tiwner, Steamboat. a longtime 
friend of Seattle Slew’s, was flown 
here from New York to escort 
his buddy to the track for work- 
guts and the big race. 

The big horse's fractions. on ἃ, 
dullish surface, were 25 2-5 
seconds for the first quarter, a 
half in 50 2-5 and six furlongs 


in 1:16 3-5. Hus fina] quarter of 
25 1-5 included a last eighth im 
12 seconds. Around the barns, the 
feeling now is that Seattle Slex 
may go the post Saturday as the 
shortest-priced favorite in Derby 
history.

But it 
starts to lose money if it doesn't 
have enough sick people to care 
for. A recent news item said 
that Sunrise Hospital and Med- 
ical Center in Las Vegas is 
iryng to solve 
through a lottery. 
ed to be doing 
good business * 
during the week , 
but it was suf- 
fering from a 
Tack of patients § 
on weekends. So " 
the Las Vegas 
hospital came up & 
with ἃ unique 
plan. if you 
check in on Fri- 
day or Saturday 
your name goes 
in a hat for a lottery. Every 
Monday morning, a ceriified 
public accountant draws a name 
from ‘he hat and the winner is 
given the choice of five different 
Mediterranean cruises worth

the hospital the prize goes to 
the patient's estate. I did not 
make this up. 

The director of the hospital 
said the lottery has been an

While this is an innovative 
‘dea there ere others that we 
ean think of which would cul 
hospital costs and fill the empty 
rooms that are costing all of us 
So much money. 

One idea would be for a hospi- 
tal to hook up a hotline with all 
the doctors that are accredited 
to the hospital Each doctor 
would have @ quota to fill as to 
how many patients he must sup- 
ply to the hospital. As soon 35 
a bed became empty the doctor 
would be notified that a hospital 
patient wes needed. and he would 
be obligated to find someone for 
the bed whether he needed it or 
Bot. 

Suppose, for exampie, a eae 
caine in with an ingrown toenail. 
As the doctor was treating it the 
hotline would ring and the 
administrator on the other end 
would say, “We need an impa- 
tient for Room 311."

Most independent surreys show 
there is 5) per cent more sur- 
gery done in this country than 
is necessary—mainly because we 
have 50 per cent more surgeons. 

To cut down on surgery and 
also improve the quality of hospi- 
tal food, HEW should provide 
retraining programs for surgeons 
and teach them how to cook. 

Hopefully, these surgeou-chefs, 
once they learned their trade, 
could make hospital cuisine the 
best in the land and patients 
would extend their stays in their 
rooms as long as their Blue Cross 
would let them. 


The Selling of East Germans to West Germany |

Box \UPL).—Some think East German 
lewyer Wolfgang Vogel traffics in hue 
man fiesh and misery, but Vogel says he 
performs “a humanitarian service by which 
everyone benefiis.” 

Vogel cells East German prisoners to 
West Germany. 

jn a busy year, he disposes of 1200 

fer prices ranging up to 180,000 
marks ($75,0003 per head. 

Officials in both German states are 
reluctant to discuss this commerce in 
human beings, although # has flourished 
for 13 years. 

But the Communist regime in East Ger- 
many values Vogel's activities highty 
enough to hare awarded him its second 
highest decoration, the Fatnerland’s Order 
of Merit, First Class, 18 months ago. 

Vogel himself has prospered. At 52, he 
er ἃ standard of living maiched in 

Essi Germany only by managers of the 
largest tndustrial combines. The perma- 
nent exit visa that permits him to travel 
to the West at will indicates both the 
trust the Communist regime has im Vogel 
and the estimation it pits on his services. 


The trade in prisoners started in 1964 
The two Germanys disagree as to who 
proposed the deal ‘Vogel claims that the 
‘West Germans suggested it. Erich Mende, 
then West German minister of all-German 
affairs, negotiated tne first purchases in 
1962 He says that the East Germans 
proposed the bargam. 

“T was visiting West Berlin in 1964, when 
an agent for the East German govern- 
ment called on me to offer to sell 650 
poltical prisoners for cash,” Mende said 
in an interview two years ago. 

Mende reported the offer to Ludwis 
Erhard, the Christian Democrat who was 
then West German chanceilor. 

“Erhard said flatly that his government 
would never pay money for political 
prisoners,” Mende recalled. “However, we 
did agree to pay in raw materials—un- 
roasted coffee beans, butter, citrus fraits— 
and some machinery.” 

“At the same time, we asked the politi- 
cal parties and the Red Cross and the 
churches to give us the names of political 
prisoners in Best Germany of which they 
had knowledge,” Mende continued. “For 
one thing, we wanted thus to make sure 
we would not be buying common ecrimi- 
nals.” 

With the completion of that census, the 
government disccvered taat the East Ger- 
man regime held not 650 but almost 4,000 
political prisoners, Mende said. 

“We paid a total of 189 million marks 
‘$79 mition) in goods for those 4000 
prisoners,” Mende said, “But we stopped 
the deal ther, at the end of 1965.”

Those guilty of ‘frontier 
Offenses” are slightly less expensive, with 
teachers bringing between 40,000 and 50,000 
marks ($16,750 and $21,000). A skilled 
worker costs about 30,000 marks ($12,500).
